t them in Print, and make them Vublick, that it may 
be a Means for to bring ſome to Repentance: And alſo

Oh Friends, I have heard unſpeakable Words con- 
Frou this very City of Briſtol, if they do not REpeat - 
Tpeedily, and humble themſelves ! As Paul ſaid, IE, 
a Man in Chriſt, that was caught up into the third Heaven, 
and heard things unutterable. They feem to me unutter- 
able, becauſe, it is not required of me to declare them; 
neither are ye (as yet) fit to hear it, having ſtumbled 
at, what has been already declared amongſt you. But 
I ſay unto you, Joſiab King of Judah ſhall riſe up in 
Judgment with the Youth of this Generation, and 
ſhall ” condemn them: Why ſa?

Words, but ſent him word, That all the Evil, that the 
Prophets had foretold, ſhonld certainly come upon that 
Place. But unto the Man, that ſent you to me (ſad 
ſhe to the Meſſengers). thus ſhall ye fay; Thus faith 
the Lord Cod of Iſrael ; Becauſe thine heart was tender 
and thou didſt humble thy ſelf before God, when” thou beard 

his Words againſt this place, and apainft the Inhabitants 
thereof, and didſt rend thy Clothes, and weep before me ; 1 
bave even heard thee alſo.

And I beheld as in a Moment the City overwhelmed in 
the Earth, and the Place thereof overflowed with Water, 
and her fair Structures, where her high Banquets: were 
kept, and her Delicacies, and her Furniture, and her gay 
Apparel, and her Glory, for which ſhe had lighted the 
Day of the Viſitation of God, and deſpiſed the Ward af 
Reconciliation, were ſwallowed as in at the Mouth af the 
Pit; and no Plea was heard in her Favour, nor any Voice 
of Interceſſion at all. And I ſaw, as it were the Spire ta 
of fome of her high Places (in which ſhe had wor hipped 
according to her own Will, and ſung according to her

of her Ships; and Steeples alſo of ſquare form, Made of

Church, which thoſe of the Religion had there, and warned them often 


of the terrible 1 ot GO D, which were hanging over their 
Heads, and that he believed would ſuddenly break out upon them. | 


On the 4 5 of Aug uſt, 1628. an Inhabitant came and told them to

fo fill the Channel of the River, that the firſt News thoſe of Chauemmes had 
ol it was by the failing of their River, for Three or Four Hours there came 
not a Drop of Water, but the River wrought for itſeFf a new Courſe, and 
returned to them. I could have no particular Character of the Man that 
eſcaped, fol muſt leave the ſecret Reaſon of ſo ſingular a Preſervation: to the 
great Diſcovery at the laſt Day of thoſe Steps of Divine Providence, that are 
now fo unaccountable. * 


Obſerve Reader, thoſe People that took all the Pleaſures that a vaſt 
Wealth could afford, aitho' they were warned of the Prophet of the Lord 
to repent, or elſe the Judgments of the Lord would fall on them, they took 
bur little Regard of ,what was ſaid to them; and when the laſt Meſſenger 
came, they did but laugh at him; but they were all deſtroyed, and not one 
of Twenty Two Hundred Peiſons cſcaped. 


Let our great Heroes take Warning by theſe that they ſee here, who 
ſcoffed at Advice till their Days were over; 1 mean our great Heroes, that 
in our Age join with him that preschd againſt the Prophets of the Lord.
